Boston, Aug. — The steamship .Etna ar- 
rived lu-t night with Liverpool dates to the night 
of the 13th ii.st., having sailed twelve hours after 
the America. 

The Zurich conference has resolved to prolong 
the armistice until the ratification of the treaty of 
peace. 

It is reported that the foreign Ambassadors in 
France would refuse to attend tl e Paris fetes if 
the color*, taken from the enemy were allowed to 
be ci rried in the procession. 

The Bank of France has gained 67,500,0001. in 
specie during the month of July. 

Three per cent, rentes on the Paris Bourse had 
declined to 69f. 25c. 

A vague rumor prevails that Prince Napoleon 
was to l»e made sovereign of Tuscany. 

The King of Prussia was not expected to live 
much iongt r. 

The collision between Austrian and Prussian 
soldiers fit Frankfort wus serious, but it is believed 
that n*» lives were lost. 

Spain has it mi lved to increase the fortifications 
of Cuba. 

The British Parliament was prorogued on the 
13th inst., the day the .Etna sailed. C. Lennox 
Wyke 1ms been appointed Her Majesty’s Envoy 
Extraordinary to Central Amenc i The Atlant c 
Telegraph shares are quoted at £208. The Paris 
coi respondent* of the London press say that the 
Emperor i< about to publish a political amnesty, 
including Chaugarnier, Louis Blanc, aud Lcdiu 
Rollin. 

The advices from Italy indicate serious trouble 
in the Dukedoms. Secret emissaries of the fugi 
tive Prinoes w ere fomenting discord. The people 
generally were bitterly opposed to the return of 
the Dukes, and Farini, the Dictator, of Modena, 
threatens to level the city to the ground sooner 
than see the Duke restored by f’o' cc. 

Ghkat Britain. — Parliament was prorogued on 
the 13 th. The Lord Chancellor read the Queen’s 
speech. She regrets that the interruptions during 
the session have prevented many important mea'- 
urt s from being earned, and hopes for their earlv 
consideration at. tin? next session. The war in 
Italy having been concluded, Engh nd had been 
invited to take part in the conference of the 
Gre.i Powers, should one be held; but no suffi 
cietit information <n this subject to admit of a 
definite reply had been received. She would re 
juice «t being able to contribute to arrangements 
to secure a lasting peace. She hopes that the 
direct communication w ith Pekin will prove bene- 
ficial. 

She hopes for a continuance of the existing am- 
icable relations with all the powers, and rejoices 
at the complete suppression of the Indian rebel- 
lion. She promises her serious attention to the 
internal improvement of India. She glally as- 
sent ed to the bills providing for the naval and 
military reserves, and regarded permanent na- 
tional defences as of paramount import inee. The 
remainder of the speech is congratulatory on the 
prosperity of the nath n.

The doings in Parliament on the 12th was not 
of great importance. . 

London, Friday Evening. — The Times’ city 
article snvs sen lilies have gradually becomi 
w eiker during the list forty-eight hours. The 
knowledge that the 'ndian and Russian loans 
would be forthwith in' roduetd, contributed to the 
heaviness, though not to so large an extent as 
w is expected. The effect was nevertheless pre- 
judiced an 1 apparent in every one ot the d part 
ments. A similar influence is at work on the 
other ride ot the channel, and, while the position 
of politics may have something to do with the ’ 
current of business, capitalists nt the same time 
cannot ’ e unmindful of the result of a steady 
absorption, such as is indicated by these opera- 
tions. 

The decline in consols was nearly one quarter 
per cent., and although during the day a slight 
rally ensued, it was not maintained particularly 
when it whs found that an additional fall had ta- 
ken place in the fresh rentes, the positive ranfe 
in quotations was from 95% t" 95, but the final 
price was 1)51 H to 95*^, with fresh symptom* of 
dullness on more advanced bourse. 

Boston, August 26 — The news from Italy in 
the paper* received by the arrival of the .Etna 
is contradictory. The Liverpool Post gives the 
following result : 

The rumors published yesterday, Ihrt the Red 
Republicans had obtained an advantage over the 
friends of order in Parma, and tint the Pit dmon- 
tese lmd been driven from that city, is confirmed 
partially by the news received from Austian offi- 
cial sources. On the other hand, we learn that 
Count Reieet, the French Empei or ’s special En- 
voy to Central Italy, had, at P.irma, handbills 
t irown into hi* carriage, expressing the wish for 
annexation to Sardinia. 

The provisional government of Tuscany issued 
a proclamation to the people before the election 
took place, calling upon them to enable, by their 
conduct, the Empernor Napoleon to do for Italy 
what he intended for their good; and, it is stated 
besides, they have sent a special Envoy to Berlin 
to obtain the consent of the Prussian Govern- 
ment to the removal of the present dynasty. 

With regard to the question as to who is to 
take the place of that dynasty, the Pans corres- 
pondent of the London Star returns to the pro- 
ject already mentio? ed, viz: a marriage between 
the Grand Duchess of Parma ami the nephew of 
Victoi Emmanuel, the Prince of Carignan, to be 
followed by other marriages destined to cement 
the union between tl.e houses of Savoy and the 
Bourbons of Parma, and at the same lime to pio- 
mote the cause ol Italian unity under the Sardin- 
ian supremacy. 

In the Ducliy of Modena everything seems in 
favor of union with Piedmont. The people run 
in crowds to vote the dethronement of Francis 
V . The Duke* it is added, is in the environs of 
Reggio, where he wander* about in disguise in 
secret, to warm the zenl of his partisans. It 
further stated that the Modem z and Parme/. ins 
have been invited to a monster banquet, which is 
to take place at Placanga, for the purpose of 
coming to an understanding upon three {mints, viz : 
Fir t, the dethronement of the former dynasty; 
second, the annexation to Piedmont; and third, 
confederation with Tuscany and Kemaqua to se- 
cure common political and military action. 

The military riots at May cnee have been fol- 
lowed bv others of a more serious nanire, in the 
neighborhood of the City of Frankfort, the seat 
of the German Federal Diet, where lighting in 
the streets with side arms takes place daily. The 
Prussian soldiers on one side, the Austrian. Ba- 
v irian. and Frankfort troops on ’he oilier. This 
news is not very reassuring for the continuance of 
peace on the continent. There is discontent in 
Italy and disunion in Germany, and the opinion 
is gaining ground that there are serious obstacles 
to the establishment of the pioposed Italian con 
federation. 

'Phe St. Petersburg Gazette on this last point 
a*k* how can absolutist Austria, theocratic Rome, 
const tutional Piedmont, the Two Sicilies, Par- 
ma, Tuscanv, ai d Modena, be amalgamated? 
What measure* can be adopted for the uniform 
development of the moral and productive forces 
of i he nation? How can unitv be estahliehed 
and discord prevented? Must Piedmont make a 
sacrifice of her liberal innovation to Rome or Vi- 
et na, or mu*t the contrary take place. These 
grave questions, it adds, can only be decided by a 
Congress. 

Franck. — The news from Paris is pacific in its 
tone. The Emperor has resolved to inaugurate a 
real and solid peace policy, and with this view he 
now propose? to reduce the export duty on cer- 
tain raw materials, including coal and iion, and 
to promote railway works, and otherwise to give 
stimulus to trade and commerce 

Turkey — The Constantinople papers announce 
that the last earthquake completely demolished 
the town of Erzeroum, and even demolished the 
ramparts. 

The .Etna brought no regular files of the Eng 
lish journals, but a few miscellaneous papers were 
found on board, nnd forwarded to the agent of the 
New York Associated Press.

Slave Protection 

We h ive reflected no little on this question of 
protection of sbive property in the Territories by 
Congress -ince the hit ' canvass was over. It has 
two features in it. Many years ago t lie same 
question was up in Congress and before the coun- 
try. One David Wilmnt sprung the question by 
appending his “proviso" to a bill before Con- 
gress. Every pro b la very man in trie whole Union, 
as well as every conservative m in, stood ai rayed 
against it. It was but the counterpart to the 
present proposition to protect slavery in he Ter- 
ritories. The ground was then taken that Con- 
gress had no right to interfere with slavery in 
the Terri’ ories — it was said that Congress, under 
the constitution, could only legislate over the 
territory of the United States as property. So 
we sa v now — -*o savs every man who has bestow- 
ed proper reflcctioh upon the question at issue. 
If Congress has power over it. , that power is 
somewhere delegated in the constitution. And 



! if such ft grant of power exists in that instru- 
1 ment, it has ever escaped our vigilance. Un- 
less such power can be shown we shall regard it 
unconstitutional, and an unwarrantable assump 1 
tion of power by Congress were that body to | 
exercise it. We further regard any interference 
with slavery in the territories, in the way ot the 
establishment of a slave code, as unwise and 
inexpedient. The reason is too obvious to re- 
quire illustration beyond a mere hint. The 
admission ol the light of Congress to interfere 
in that way would be a carte blanche to that 
body to legislate against slavery — to exclude it 
from the territories. That right conceded might 
and pmbably would be the solemn peal of the 
death-knell of this glorious Union. Then we 
say to our liiends everywhere let well enough 
alone. 

The south has all the protection she needs, or 
can have, consistently with the laws and the ma- 
ture of things. 

If Congress may institute, Congress may abol- 



ish. This preposition will not be denied. If 
Congress may protect, Congress may refuse to 
protect. Policy then dictates the non interven- 
tion principle, let it prevail. 

In the year 1850, if we recollect aright, such 
was the zeal of tin* anti-slavery party north, that 
the Michigan Legislature passed a resolution in- 
structing the Senator* of that State to vote for 
the Wilmot proviso as attached to some bill. Gen. 
Cass refused to obey, while acknowledging the 
right to instruct, and resigned his seat. On that 
occasion he made a speech on the question which 
has no parallel. It would be proper to have a 
large edition of that able speech re printed for 
distribution now. It wouM meet every point in 
issue about as well as if it had been made for the 
present occasion. 



An Aur« ka Borealis.— O ne of the most mag- 
nificent auroral displays ever wpne sed in this lati- 
tude was seen about 9 o’clock last night. The 
whole heavens* from tue boreal horizon to the 



zenith, wasbrillantly illumnited with ar se colo - 
eii light. The flashes were very vivid, ai.d from 
east to west the entire expanse was divided into 
copartments which were glowing with all the pris 
inatic colors of the rainbow. T-t£ phenomenon 
w as as bright as a fairy dream and as fleeting, 
lasting only about a quarter of an hour. As the 
aurora faded away, the sky became clear, the 
stars shone out iii goodly array, and the whole 
celestial appearance presuged “the storm was 
over and gone ” 

The northwestern sky was the portion most 
brilliantly illuminated, but in the northeast the 
rosy flush was exquisitely beautiful. We learn 
that the electricity in the atmosphere interfered 
seriously with the telegraoh lines. Both the 
House and Morse lines between New York and 
Philadelphia were thrown out of connection At 
! 8 o’clock its effect was felt at the Pittsburgh 
telegraph office, before the aurora was visible 
here; m 9 o’clock it was at ns height, producing 
wonder and awe umoug out citizeus.-**Lou. Jour .

Memo . — The above certificate is based on re- 
turns regularly made out and certified by the 
respective Boards of Examiners on the day fixed 
by law, and duly returned to the Secretary of 
State. An amended return was forwarded from 
Boyle county certifying that there was a mistake 
of 4 votes against W. C. Anderson, as appeared 
bv a re-examination and scrutiny of the poll 
books. Appended to this corrected return is a 
statement by the Clerk, that after the Examiners 
had given the certificate of the vote of the coun- 
ty, he, the Clerk, had loaned the poll books from 
his office to some gentleman, who discovered the 
error which is attempted to be corrected, and re- 
ported it to the Examiners, who, on re-examina- 
tion, found it was so. After this, and after all 
i he returns for the District were in, letters were 
filed with the Secretary, stating that the Exam- 
iners of Cumberland county had made a mistake 
in their certificate of the vote of that countv, 
and time was asked to have it corrected. This 
was granted in order that all questions might be 
fairly made, and a decision had upon the facts as 
they existed. An amended certificate from Cum- 
berland county was accordingly forwarded to the 
Secretary, stating that the vote of W. C. Ander- 
son in that, county was 650, and that of J. S. 

: Chrisinan 380. A certificate was also filed from 
I the county of Adair, Htating that there was a 
: clerical mistake of one vote against Anderson. 

We have felt constrained, in the exercise of 
j our best judgment on the proper construction of 
the law, to reject all these amended returns, and 
j to issue the certificate according to the original 
j returns made to the Secretary of State. 

The law in relation to elections provides that 
j the Judges shall attend to the summing up of the 
votes, certify the poll books, and deliver them in 
, a staled envelop to the sheriff. The same law' ro- 
I quires that each Judge shall retain a duplicate 
| statement of the summing up of his precinct, 
j which, in a contingency named, may be used as 
evidence of the vote. It also requires that the 
poll books of the different precincts shall, within 
two days after tin* election, be deposited by the 
Sheriff' with the Clerk of the County Court, and 
on the next day thereafter the Board of Examin- 
ers shall coftipare them, ascertain the correctness 
of the summing up, and make out three written 
certificates in the case of a Representative in 
Congress, certifying the number of votes given 
in the county for each of the candidates, one of 
which certificates is to be retained in the Clerk’s 
office, another forwarded by mail to the Secreta- 
ry of State, and the third sent to the Secretary 
by any private conveyance. We, as a State 
Board, are to act on the returns thus made, and 
make out triplicate certificates of those having 
the highest number of votes; and our functions 
as Examiners do not more clearly cease when we 
have made our certificate of election, than in 
our opinion do those of the county Examiners af- 
ter they have certified the full vote of the coun- 
ty. If this be not the just and proper construc- 
tion of the law, why require the poll books to be 
sealed up when they pass out of the hands of the 
Judges of the election? If a correction can be 
made nine days after the poll books are unsealed 
and opened to the inspection of whoever may 
choose to examine them, or after they have beeu 
taken out of the Clerk’s office, there would be 
but little efficacy in requiring them to be sealed 
in the first instance. 

If such additional returns are legal, the State 
Board of Examiners would be bound to receive 
and act on whatever correction should be made 
before their certificates were given, and as their 
functions are confined to the summing up the 
votes, they would be precluded from any inquiry 
as to the manner in which such corrections were 
brought about. They could not institute an in- 
quiry as to whether or not the poll books had been 
changed or altered after the seals were broken ami 
they had passed into other hands than the Ex&m- 
I iners. The amended certificates would, in all 
eases, necessarily be conclusive on the Examiners 
j here. 

We think, therefore, it is clear, when the 
, County Board have acted on the poll books of the 
whole county, and delivered their certificates to 
the Clerk, who has transmitted them to the Sec- 
retary, that their functions cease, and they have 
no power to recall or change those certificates. 
The supposed analogy between this case and 
j that of the special Judicial election in 1857, wdll 
be found, on examination, not to exist. In that 
case, as in this, time was given for the coircctiou 
of a supposed error in Meade county of twelve 
j votes against Mr. Bullitt, so that a decision might 
be had upon the effect of such correction; but as 
the correction, if made and allowed, would not 
I have changed the result of the election, no de- 
; cision was had by th'e Board on the question. 

In the Judicial electicm the certificate first for- 
warded to the Secretary !ro m the county of Hart 
j gave Wheat 122 votes. The State Board of Ex- 
| amiuers, before this certificate was acted on, were 
i notified that there was a clerical mistake in copy- 
ing this certificate, as to the number of votes 
| cast for Wheat, and that the other two certifi- 
cates, made out at the same time, contained the 
j true number ol* votes, according to the poll books, 
j One of these certificates was transmitted to the 
! Secretary, showing that Wheat had received 222 
votes, instead of 122. We thus had two original 
certificates, which were authorized by law to be 
sent to the Secretary, and the question was, which 
was right? The Clerk and Examiners made affi- 
davit that the last one sent was an exact copy of 
the one on file in the Clerk’s office, and contained 
the correct result of the poll books, and our ac- 
tion was accordingly based on the last one. 

The Examiners of Nelson county first sent a 
certificate of the votes of that county, stating on 
its face that they had not included the vote of 
the Bloomfield precinct, as they liad not received 
it. They afterwards forwarded an additional cer- 
tificate giving the vote of that precinct, which had 
in due time been delivered by the Sheriff under 
seal to the deputy Clerk, and by neglect had not 
been laid before the Examiners. They did not 
attempt to make an} change in the vote of the 
Frankfort, August 29, 1859. precincts which they had before certified, but cer-
